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Abstract 


A checklist of the family Lepidostomatidae (Insecta, Trichoptera) from India is presented. In India, this family is 
represented by 66 species under 3 genera Lepidostoma Rambur, 1842 (50 spp.), Paraphlegopteryx Ulmer, 1907 (15 spp.) 
and Zephyropsyche Weaver, 1993 (1 sp.). Most of the species in the present study were collected during extensive surveys 
across the Indian Himalaya from 2008 to 2019. The Indian Himalaya Region contains highest diversity of these insects and 
is represented by 58 species. While only 4 species are present in south India, 3 species are found common in Himalaya and 


south India and only 1 species is Island species. 
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Introduction 


The Family Lepidostomatidae Ulmer, 1903 is widely 
distributed throughout the northern Hemisphere and 
extends southwards to Panama, New Guinea and the 
Afrotropical Bio geographic Region (Holzenthal et al., 
2007). McLachlan (1876) referred Lepidostomatidae as the 
‘curiosity shop’ of Trichoptera because Lepidostomatidae 
exhibit a variety of secondary sexual modifications 
especially those of the maxillary palps, antennal scapes, 
wings and forelegs. In India, this family is represented by 
three genera: Lepidostoma Rambur, 1842 (49 spp. in India 
and 485 spp. over the globe), Paraphlegopteryx Ulmer, 
1907 (15 spp. in India and 24 spp. over the globe) and 
Zephyropsyche Weaver, 1993 (1 sp. in India and 4 spp. 
over the globe) (Morse 2020). 

Ross (1944) synonymized nearly all of the Nearctic 
lepidostomatid genera within Lepidostoma. Weaver 
(1988) provided a synopsis of the then-known North 
American species and in a review of the world species 
(Weaver, 2002) he synonymized several genera with this 
genus, formerly separated by secondary sexual characters 
of the male. Weaver (2002) divided this genus into 4 


large species branches based on the general types of 
male forewing venation, with differences primarily in the 
anal region. These branches include the monophyletic 
Lepidostoma vernale branch, the non-monophyletic L. 
podogram branch, the non-monophyletic L. ferox branch, 
and the monophyletic L. hirtum branch. All of the Indian 
species of Lepidostoma fall under two of those branches, 
the L. ferox branch and the L. hirtum branch. Herein, we 
provide a checklist of species of caddisflies of the family 
Lepidostomatidae of India. 


Material and Methods 


Specimens examined in this study were collected by 
using primarily a 22-watt UV light-trap powered by a 
sealed rechargeable 12-volt battery. Traps were placed 
near the edges of high altitude streams for 1-3 hours 
beginning at dusk. The caddisfly material collected was 
killed and preserved in 70% ethyl alcohol with a drop of 
glycerine. To make detailed morphological studies, the 
male genitalia were removed with the help of fine-tipped 
forceps and treated with the lactic acid procedure of 
Blahnik et al. (2007). The genitalic terminology for species 
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identification corresponds with that of Weaver (1988). 
The collections were done across the Indian Himalaya 
during 2008-2019 covering the states of Jammu and 
Kashmir, Himachal Pradesh, Uttarakhand, Arunachal 
Pradesh, Mizoram, Manipur, Sikkim, West Bengal and 
Nagaland. All specimens are deposited in the Museum of 
Department of Zoology, BGSB University Rajouri (J & K) 
for reference purpose. 


Results 


It has been observed that a total of 66 species of the family 
Lepidostomatidae (Insecta, Trichoptera) are found in 
India based on the surveys, collection and previous data. 
A checklist of the species occurring in India is provided 
hereunder with Distributional information.

Discussion 


The extensive surveys across the Himalayan belt and past 
collection data revealed a total of sixty five (66) species 
of the family Lepidostomatidae belonging to 3 genera 
Lepidostoma, Paraphlegopteryx and Zephyropsyche. 
The genus Lepidostoma is represented by 50 species, 
Paraphlegopteryx, by 15 species and Zephyropsyche, by 
1 species. Under this family 58 species are exclusively 
Himalayan, 4 are exclusively found in South India, 3 species 
are found both in Himalayan and South India and only 1 
species is known from islands that is found in Andaman 
and Nicobar Island. The genus Lepidostoma contains (43) 
exclusively Himalayan species; 4 South Indian Species, 
2 species occurring both in Himalaya and South India 
and 1 known from Island. The genus Paraphlegopteryx 
contains 14 Himalayan species and 1 species found both 
in Himalaya and South India, whereas, Zephyropsyche 
contains only 1 Himalayan species (Figure 1). 

The genus Lepidostoma contains 32 endemic species 
and 18 species distributed across the oriental region 
(Figure 3). Similarly, the genus Paraphlegopteryx contains 
12 endemic species and 3 species distributed in other 
countries (Figure 4). The genus Zephyropsyche contains 
only one species in India with wide Distribution. Overall, 
the family Lepidostomatidae contains 44 endemic species 
and 22 species distributed in other countries (Figure 2).
